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Estimated strength of Morth Korean (round forces as 
of 27 September dropped to 95*000, * loan of 25£ aiaoe 20 
September, and it la believed that overall eonbat effeotive- 
neaa haa bean halved. This process has not bean uniform; four 
divisions from the northern and eastern fronts will probably 
be able to retire with losses of no note than 15 or 20£. The 
bulk of the troops on the southern and western fronts* who have 
suffered considerable losses and disorganisation, have withdrawn 
fron direct contact* A nuaber of then will probably return to 
North Korea in civilian guise. 


North Korean meeaeges since 15 Septsnber indicate 
the intention to execute orderly withdrawals to new defense 
lines* with delaying actions where necessary. Recent messages 
directing the despatch of slseable mashers of sell arms and 
machine guns to Tonchon and Uijongbu, and the assembly of four 
security brigades in tbs Chunebou area nay indicate a stand 
just south of the 38th parallel* 


Orders for the eoaatal deployment of troops at 
Chongjin indicate preparations for defense of North Korea, 
Recent identification of new units (probably mill tie-type) 
north of the 38th parallel, and the availability of a largo 
portion of the 126,000 replacements in training on 10 September 
and of divisional staff personnel despatched from the eonbat 
sons indicate considerable continuing military capability. 


Orders for the return (6 Pyongyang of masbers of 
Air Forea personnel and mobile equipment reflect an effort 
to salvage this Xomee. 
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There tr* indication* in coseunicetlona intelligence 
of preparation* for guerrilla activity in UB-lib*reted areast 
reference* to possible am* cache*, receipt of *qulge»nt by 
"People* 1 Ccewltt***," and. the recant appearance of a radio 
net serving the lorth Korean Labor Party in several province* 
of South Korea. 


There has been no re li ab le evidence of direct Chinese 
Co—ml at or Soviet participation, nor ha* there been any fine 
indica t ion of their intent to intervene openly, despite Chine** 
propaganda threats following the alleged US air attach* in 
Manchuria. Bacant cachings of Borth Koroan dlplonatlc repro- 
tentative* with Poland, the Mongolian Psopl** 1 Bapublio, Hungary, 
and Caacfaoalovakla probably reflect* tbs effort to strengths 
Morth Korea's position aa a political entity. 
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
